ally make a sale of liquor even for 
medical purposes, until the legislature 
khall have provided a method.

“The manufac­ 
ture. «ale. barter, giving away or oth­ 
erwise furnishing except as hereinaft­ 
er provided, of intoxicating liquors, 
within the state, is prohibited for a 
period of twenty-one years, and there­ 
after until the people shall otherwise 
provide by amendment of the constitu­ 
tion and proper legislation ” 
Following this is the penalty for vio­ 
lation of the act. 
The proviso then 
added in that the legislature may pro­ 
vide for agencies under state super­ 
m ini) tor th)* sale of liquors for medi- 
j cal purpose* and denatured alcohol for 
; adust rial purposes I rider a wording 
I of th)' act it is held here that the man­ 
ner of disposition of the liquors must 
jfirsi be established by th)* legislature 
and any sales, medicinal or otherwise, 
mad* before then ar. violations of the 
I law 
In this connection Gov Haskell ad­ 
dressed let p t s ti* the presidents of 
all express companies operating in 
Oklahoma inclosing a cop) of the pro 
! hibition law, and asking them to re­ 
c u se shipments of intoxicating liquors 
into thi* state in keeping v>ith th** re- 
i cent federal decision on the subject, 
j The governor asked that th)* conipa- 
i nies assist in carrying out the spirit 
I as well as the lott< r of the law. If the 
(express companies meet 
;be 
request 
and liquors come In by freight, the gov 
ernor suited that he would also ask 
railroad companies to 
shipments as well. 
In Muskogee county there is no ooun 
tv attorney by reason of an election 
contest. The governor appointed W. J. 
Crump an assistant Attorney General, 
with instructions to enforce all laws, 
and called particular attention to the 
fact thai prohibition was one of them. 
“I fee! that my own town.” said the 
governor, “might just as well begin •n- 
forcing the prohibition law as well as 
any other.”
